Obstructions on Tramlines. 


| 


When Emmanuel Henry, a 
South African driver in the em- 
ploy of the Eavtern Garage, was 
summoned before the Magistrate 
this morning for placing, or caus- 
ing to be placed, an obstructian 
in the shape of part of an electric 
battery on the tramiines at Ar. 
sonal Street, attention was called 
by the Tramway Company's 
lraffic Inspector to the dangerous 
prank of placing stones and other 
obstacles on the tramlines. 

Mr. Turner, who represented 
the Tramway Company. said that 
the Compaos had bad s great 
deal of trouble fately, generally 
with peaple somewhst younger 
than the defendant, who placed 
stones and various other things 
oa tha tramlines. In some cases 
this practice was extremely 
lanzerous, and in order to set a 
wvatring, the Company had 
secided to take ont this summons. 

Asked by the Magistrate as to 
she idea of placing the elecrric 
battery on the tramlines, ‘fe. 
Turnar said the mative of people 
was not always comprehensible, 
but obstructions “susb as the 
| placing of stones and other things 
‘onthe tramlind might tesult in 

the derailiag of the cars. 
‘Defendant refused to give his 
vame to the Tramway Traffic 
Li spector who caught him at it 

sod a deal of trouble was 
occasioned thereby. Mr. Torner 
produced something which he 
described as part of the battery 
of the headlight: of,s motor car, 
and said that this was the ob 
struction which defendant placed 
ton the lines at Arsenal Street. 

\ Dafendant denied baving acted 
deliberately in the matter. He 
was playing with a number of 
children when he saw. the dis. 
carded battery, acd kicked it. It 
!was by pure accident that it 
happened to be kicked on to the 
tramlines. 

Mr. William7"Herbart Ham- 
mond, Traffic Inspector of the 
Tramway Company, deposed 
that on the 22ad instant at 7.15 
om. be saw the defendant 
place the battery on th 
third line of the track and then 
go back to bis garage, which was 
just opposite, to watch the effect 
When witness bad examined the 
nature of the thing that’ was 
placed on the tramwezy, he went 
ap to defandant and questioned 
him. The defendant made a 
denial and refused to give his 
name when asked for it by wit- 
neas. The difficulty was finally 
got over when two days after- 
satds witress met Inspector 
Garrod and learned from the 
latter the identity of the defend- 
ant. 

A rernand was granted by Mr. 
R. E. Lindsell to enable defend. 
ant to bring up bis employer who, 
he said, had seen him playiog 
with the children and accidentsl- 
ly kick ‘the battery cn to the

Tha annoal meeting of the 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruetty to Animals was held at the 
Helena May Institute yesterday 
afternoon. Mr. H. HL J. Gomperts 
presided. Tha attendance repre- 
sented the different sections of 
the community and inchided the Hon, 
Mr. H. E, Pollock and Mrs. Pollock, 
Hon. Mr. Lau Cho-pak, Mr. Ho 
Fook, Mr. and Mrs, Quarles van 
Ufford, Measrs SBC. Ross, R. H. 
Kotewall, Lo Cheung-shui, Li Po 
kwai, J. L. McPherson, J. P. Braga, 
A PF BO Silva-Netto, Ip 
Lan-chuen, Chow Tung-shan and 
Li Yick-mui, Mr. M.S. North 
cote acted as Secretary during the 
meeting on account of the absence 
of Mel BL Frost, the Hon. Seere- 
tary. . 

Mr. J. HL. Ramsay, Hon. Teeasnrer, 
announced that the subscriptions 
and donations ta the Soctety to- 
talled $2,597.01 and the expendi- 
ture (advertisements and station- 
ery) amounted to $170.34, leaving 
a batance-of $2426.67. °  * 

The Chairman said that the 
S.P.CA. at present had S33 mem- 
bers. They had not done an 
enormous amount in the way of ac- 
tually getting to business dDecanse 
they had been hampered by finance, 
Many people would them ike to rum 
their own dogs’ home, and it 
had been said that the acheme 
would mean the acquisition of an 
inspector if it was put into effect.

donment subject te the following conditions: First, that an efficient 
Chinése. postal service be maintained; second, that an assurance be 
given by the Chinese Government that they contemplate no change 
in the present postal administration as far as the status of the for- 
eign co-Director General ts concerned. (2) To enable China and 
the Powers concerned to make the necessary dispositions this ar- 
rangement shall come into force nat later than (date left blank). 

Pending complete withdrawal of the forcign postal agencies the 
fzur Powers concerned shall severally undertake ,to afford fall 
facilities to the Chinese Customs authoritics to examine al! postal: 

\matter (except ordinary letters, whether registered or not, whieh 
upon external examination appear to contain written matter) pass- 
ing through with a view to ascertaining whether they contzin articles 
of dutiably contraband cr otherwise contravering the customs re 
gulations and laws of China.”

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' TRADE FLUCTUATION, 


Reports upon the current trend of the world’s com- 
merce are tothe effect that the lowest point of the depression 
is probably past, and that a slow but perceptible quickening 
of activity has begun. This revival is expec ted to gather 
momentum gradually and to develop into a period of 
business prosperity. unless checked by some powerful 
counteracting influence. Some elaborate investigations 
into economic factors have been undertaken by a New 
York journal, and as conditions in a country of the magni- 
tude of the United States must react perceptibly upon the 
world at large the prospects there are obviously of import- 
ance outside America. Expectations of trade improvement 
in the States: are based largely upon the assumption that 
there will be a recovery from the depression of 1920-1 in 
somewhat the same way as there was recovery after previous 
periods of depression—in short, that prosperity moves in 

rcles. ; 

That this isthe case in any mathematical sense may 
well be doubted, or. rather, itis not asserted; but experience 
has taught business men to expect recurrent periods of ebb 

‘ and flow. A chart showing their course in the United 
States has been prepared coveriny a series of some forty- 
five years. It pictures the revival of prosperty that fel- 
lowed the resumption of specie payments and the bumper 
crops of Is7. the presperity of the early eighties, 
the crisis of Iss4. the revival of 1595-6, the boom 
of 1289-90, the slight share of the United States 
in. the general crisis of . 1590. the revival that 
followed the extraordinary harvest in 1491, the panic of 
1893, the prolonged hard times that followed before 
moderate relief in 1595 and the return of prosperity that 
began in 1597, the ‘rich man’s” panic in 1903, the boom 

" of 1906 followed by the crisis of 1907, the rapid revival 
in the following years, succeeded in turn by a deepening 
reaction until ‘war industries” brought a rush of activity 
(partially checked by the difficulty of coping with 
demands when America’ entered the conflict), a short

ceived in newer commercial communities like India and 
Japan. Depressions pave the way for revivals, revivals 
_ ‘ay-develop into “booms,” which in turn are prone to 
. ‘ breed crises, leading back to depression. Government 
'~ departments, economists, and industrial leaders have 
studied these fluctuations with a view to obviating or 
modifying them. Investigation has sufficed to show that 
. these movements follow fairly well-defined lines, So far 
it has not been found practicable to control these beyond a 
very linsited extent, and the depression through. which 
we have been passing is the result of dislocation upon an 
. unprecedented seale. Apparently a rising tide is in 
prospect, but without a“ boom,” which in view of the fate 
of past booms can be dispensed with. |

Cargo Broaching. 

The details which we were 
enabled to publish yesterday ‘of 
the {scheme adopted by Messrs. 
Alfred Holt and Company, to 
diminish the evil of cargo 
broaching will doubtless have 
been. read with interest by all 
shippers and others engaged in 
the transport trade. In recent 
years—moreparticalarlys since the 
war—cargo pilfering has assumed 
a serious. character the wide 
world over and although many 
suggestions have been made for 
dealing wish this  ouisance 
nothing seems to have been quite 
so effective as a stricter vigilance 
over the goods themselyes. The 
majority of Companies have baen 
content to leave preventive 
measures in-the bands of the 
police who must, necessarily, be 
bandicapped by reason of the 
moving nature of the goods. So 
heavy have been the insurance 
claims of late years that 
premiums have nitonly risen to 
a great height, but many of the 
insurance Companies have called 
upon the owners of the goods to 
take greater precaution than 
hitherto. Stronger packings have 
been very largely adopted but 
even this device, entailing more 
expense to the eventual 
consumer, has not resulted in a 
very marked diminution. Messrs. 
Alfred Holt, as the operators of 
an exormous amount of tonnage, 
have naturally been very much 
affected by this increase in dis- 
honesty eod ara very. wisely 
taking their own steps to combat 
it. We remember that a few 
months ago the Hongkong Genaral 
Chamber of Commerce mada re- 
presentations to the Government 
on this. matter, asking for better 
police protection but it was 
pointed out at the time that 
merchants and shippers con- 
tribute very largely to the spread 


belof the evil by reason of.the 


general slacknesa displayed in 
guarding the» goods both during 
transit and aftér landing. Ths 
police force of this Colony can 
hardly be made custodians of all 
through cargo; they do a won- 
derful ampint of work asit is, but 
there must be supplementary 
action on the part of those who 
handle the goods themselves.

Ifthey had their Hcances taken 
away they would probably find it 
a difficult matter toget something 
to do, and it’s the idlers that old 
Satan's after; or so they say. The 
new motor-cycle taxis will probab- 
ly bit the ricksha-pullers in the 
same way, but I hear now that 
these vehicles aren’t to be pat 
on streets at the beginning of the 
new year, as was at first expocted, 
owing to labour difficulties at 
Home.
